52-year-old man was caught during sting

A HARLOW ambulance driver 
who was arrested after an under¬ 
cover sting has been sacked after 
admitting sexually grooming a 
child. 

Married Stephen Youens, 52, of 
Five Acres in Harlow, was arres¬ 
ted on Monday, October 10, and 
was charged with sexual groom¬ 
ing the following day. 

Youens turned up to an agreed 
location after arranging to meet 
the child who he believed was 
under the age of 16. 

He became spooked after believ¬ 
ing he was being set up. 

A group of investigative journ¬ 
alists, CSE Interceptors, traced 
his home address and alerted 
police to his activities. 

Essex Police attended the prop¬ 
erty and took him into custody 
where he was later charged. 

Youens, a senior technician for 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service, based in Loughton, was 
suspended when the allegations 
came to light and has now been 


dismissed following his guilty 
plea. 

A spokesperson for the ambu¬ 
lance service said: “We condemn 
the behaviour and actions of 
this member of staff and 
have dismissed them from the ser¬ 
vice. 

“When we became aware of the 
allegations, we immediately sus¬ 
pended the member of staff 
pending further police action. 

“We have co-operated with the 
police and have worked closely 
with them throughout the invest¬ 
igation. 

Support 

“We are also offering support to 
our staff who have been affected 
by this shocking news.” 

Youens appeared before 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Wed¬ 
nesday November 8, when he 
pleaded guilty to one count of 
attempting to meet a child fol¬ 
lowing sexual grooming. 

His sentencing hearing will 
take place at the same court in the 
week commencing Monday, 
December 4.

Protesters give views 
on plans for housing 

Opposition to proposal for 10,000 homes at Gilston Park

DOZENS of protesters gathered 
outside the office of East Hert¬ 
fordshire District Council 
(EHDC) to make their views heard 
about proposals for Gilston Park 
ahead of the district plan 
inquiry. 

Plans for 10,000 new homes as 
part of a Gilston Park garden 
town are strongly opposed by 
community groups, who believe 
that the proposals aren’t well 
thought out. 

The district plan, which the Gil¬ 
ston Park development is part of, 
is being examined by a Govern¬ 
ment inspector at a public 
inquiry. 

More than 60 people gathered at 
the offices on Wallfields in Hert¬ 
ford, including a large group who 


had been bussed in from Hunsdon 
and East Wych. 

Anthony Bickmore, chairman 
of the Hunsdon, East Wych and 
Gilston Neighbourhood Plan 
Planning Group, said: “What we 
hope to achieve is to get the 
inspector to realise that this is not 
a sound plan because the detail 
hasn’t been thought through.” 

Inquiry 

The protest was also supported 
by the local MP, who has opposed 
the plans for the new development 
for several years and was taking 
part in the inquiry. 

Mark Prisk, MP for Hertford 
and Stortford, said: “This is a very 
important event. This is a tech¬ 
nical examination but it is about 
how we as a community say how 
we feel about plans. 

“Most of this will be technical 


detail but is it important we say 
and show as a community how we 
feel and I support this protest.” 

The proposals before the Gov¬ 
ernment planning inspector are 
for 10,000 homes, schools, health 
care and transport links between 
seven villages that would make up 
the development. 

However campaign groups 
such as Stop Harlow North say 
that the plan would destroy the 
green belt, cause chaos on the 
roads and would put more pres¬ 
sure on Princess Alexandra hos¬ 
pital, which is already 
struggling. 

Bob Toll, chairman of Hunsdon 
Parish Council, said: “We are not 
going to be forgiven if the green 
belt is destroyed.” 

A spokeswoman for EHDC said: 
“At Wednesday morning’s Exam¬ 
ination in Public of the council’s 


district plan, the inspector was 
reviewing the plans for the Gil¬ 
ston area. 

“Interested parties were wel¬ 
come to come and watch the meet¬ 
ing and were also able to view it 
via webcast from the comfort of 
their own homes. 

Residents 

“Around 75 residents were 
accommodated by the council 
when they came to listen to the 
hearings in the council chamber 
and in an overflow room equipped 
with live webcast. 

“Following the close of the hear¬ 
ing sessions, the inspector will 
produce a report for the council 
setting out her recommendations 
on the plan. 

“If there are modifications to 
the plan proposed, these will be 
consulted on in due course.” 


Controversial Gilden 
Way development set 
for an imminent start 


A MUCH anticipated housing 
development of 1,200 homes on 
one of the main routes into 
Harlow is set to start 
imminently. 

The Gilden Way development 
on farmland bordering Old 
Harlow, could start as early as 
next month, according to a 
spokesperson for Persimmon 
Homes, which along with 
Barratt and Taylor Wimpey 
has committed to the major 
housing development off the 
B183 between Harlow and 
Sheering. 

Permission 

The three housing companies 
have asked for permission to 
build an access road off Marsh 
Lane to develop the site over the 
next five years. 

The development, which will 
include a new primary school, 
community buildings and retail 
and business units together with 
associated allotments and public 
open space has caused 
considerable controversy with 
neighbours who say the 
development will add to the 
traffic congestion on Gilden Way. 

Gilden Way is itself set to be 
upgraded into a three-lane 
carriageway as part of the plans 
to improve the Mil junction 7a 
when work is set to start on the 
junction this winter. 

An outline application for the 
full Gilden Way housing scheme 
was thrown out by the Labour- 
run council in 2012 but the 


decision was overturned by the 
former Secretary of State for 
local government, Eric Pickles 
MP 

One resident who lives close 
told the council the access road 
plans need to be rejected. 

He said: “Marsh Lane should 
not be used as an exit. 

“Any cars turning Marsh Lane 
at the same time a 10-metre 
tipper is exiting would have to 
wait on Gilden Way. Which is 
dangerous. 

“Any pedestrians could not use 
Marsh Lane at the same time as 
a tipper. Just having signage is 
not sufficient, Marsh Lane was 
never designed for this kind of 
use. 

“Horses and riders use this 
lane - there is no signage.” 

The application will be 
discussed by Harlow Council at a 
later date.

Persimmon Homes describes 
the development as “an exciting 
new development located on the 
outskirts of Harlow. With a mix 
of one and two-bedroom 
apartments and a range of two, 
three, four and five-bedroom 
homes.” 

Taylor Wimpey describes it as 
“nestled between the rolling 
Essex countryside and the 
established area of Old Harlow, 
Gilden Way” and adds that it “is 
an exciting new community with 
exceptional commuter links into 
London”.

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Psychoactive drug spice 
leaves teen hospitalised 

17-year-old unaware cigarette contained highly-addictive substance

A TEENAGE boy became seri¬ 
ously ill in Harlow after smoking 
a cigarette unknowingly contain¬ 
ing the highly addictive ‘zombie’ 
drug, spice. 

Police are now trying to trace 
witnesses who went to the aid of 
the 17-year-old after he was given 
what he believed to be an innocent 
roll-up. 

In fact, it contained the psy¬ 
choactive drug that can leave 
people resembling the “walking 
dead”. 

Scores of towns and cities 
across the UK, including Glasgow, 
Kilmarnock and Aberdeen, have 
seen the terrifying drug epidemic 
hit the streets as desperate users 
turn to the lethal hallucinogenic. 

It has so far been linked to more 
than 100 deaths. 

Spice has wreaked havoc with¬ 
in the walls of top-security 
Addiewell prison, landing nine 
guards in hospital after they 
inhaled fumes wafting from cells 
where the drug was being 
smoked. 

Unaware 

Police in Harlow received 
reports that the 17-year-old was 
with two other teenage boys in 
East Walk, Harlow, at around 3pm 
on Tuesday, October 24 when one 
offered him a cigarette. 

He was unaware it contained a 
psychoactive substance. 

The teenager collapsed and 
became seriously ill. 

The two other boys left the 
scene. 

He required hospital treatment 
and has since been discharged. 

Investigating officer. Detective 
Constable Jo Snell, said: “Several 
members of the public stopped to 
help him until an ambulance 
arrived. 

“I am keen to speak to them as 
they may have information 
that can help with the investig¬ 
ation and would ask them to 
please get in touch.

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Campaigns dispute airport claim 
of need to increase passenger cap 


CAMPAIGNERS have hit back at 
plans for a huge expansion at 
London Stansted after the 
airport claimed that a cap on 
passenger numbers was 
restricting its potential growth. 

The Essex airport, which is 
owned by Manchester Airports 
Group (MAGs), is subject to a 
planning cap that prevents it 
from handling more than 35 
million passengers per annum 
(mppa). 

Following a period of 
“extensive consultation with 
local communities over the 
summer” Stansted now says it 
wants to see this increased to 43 
mppa — a slight reduction on the 
44.5 mppa it was originally 


aiming for, but a huge increase 
on the 26 million passengers it 
currently caters for. 

However, according to the UK 
Aviation Forecast published at 
the end of October, the 
Government expects Stansted to 
handle just 31 mppa by 2030 and 
35 mppa by 2033, based on the 
assumption that current 
planning caps remain in place. 

Should a new runway be built 
at Heathrow as planned, the 
forecast for passenger numbers 
at Stansted then drops to 22 
mppa in 2030, consequently only 
reaching the present cap of 35 
mppa in 2043. 

Commenting on the findings, 
Stop Stansted Expansion (SSE) 


Chairman Peter Sanders said: 
“MAG’s overstatement of 
potential demand to secure 
support for expansion is nothing 
more than an opportunistic ploy. 

However, Stansted Airport has 
pointed out that the Government 
recognises that its forecasts are 
“not intended to provide detailed 
projections for each individual 
airport”, and that airport 
specific data may be used to 
inform local planning decisions. 

A spokesman for the airport 
said: “Growth at Stansted over 
the last five years has 
significantly exceeded the 
previous projections from both 
Government and the Airports 
Commission.”

Man is jailed for 
being in money 
laundering gang 

Court hears details of cash transactions

A ROYDON man has been jailed 
for two and a half years for his role 
in a money laundering gang. 

Christos Christopher Nicolas, 
52, of Standfast, Occupation Lane, 
and nine other men were con¬ 
victed for their involvement with 
the concealment and facilitation 
of substantial sums of cash 
derived from crime. 

He was jailed for two years and 
six months, after being found 
guilty of money laundering, on 
August 2. 

However reporting restrictions 
had remained in place until the 
conclusion of a second related 
trial on Thursday of last week. 

The gang, led by Thomas 
Adams, 59, were arrested after a 
complex investigation by the 
Met’s Serious and Organised 
Crime Command, which began in 
February 2014. 

Evidence gathered from the 
home address of Steve Mardon 
during those raids included a 
series of ledgers, detailing crim¬ 
inal cash transactions. 

A search of Mardon’s home 
address also resulted in more 
than £110,000 being found in a 
floor safe. 


This was ascertained to be 
criminal property. 

DI Jo Van der Waag of the Met’s 
Serious and Organised Crime 
Command, said: “The instigator 
of this criminal enterprise is 
Thomas Adams, a man who 
appeared to have access to con¬ 
siderable amounts of capital, des¬ 
pite no identifiable or legitimate 
means of support, and no finan¬ 
cial footprint in the UK. 

“Adams appeared to have a 
‘ghost-like’ existence, concealing 
the true ownership of his prop¬ 
erties and other assets, all done 
with the distinct purpose of avoid¬ 
ing detection from law enforce¬ 
ment authorities.” 

Financier 

The court heard during the first 
trial that Mardon helped Adams 
launder money and obtain goods 
and acted as Adams’ financier 
dealing with day-to-day transac¬ 
tions. 

Adams was sentenced to seven 
years in prison for money laun¬ 
dering, and Mardon was jailed for 
five years. 

The second trial concluded 
after Adams’s son Shaun Adams, 
32, pleaded guilty to money laun¬ 
dering, receiving a six-month 
prison sentence, suspended for 12 
months. 


Enfield man Loukas Menikou, 
55, of Games Road, also pleaded 
guilty to money laundering and 
was sentenced to ten months in 
jail, which has also been suspen¬ 
ded for 12 months. 

The second trial related to the 
purchase, redevelopment, rental 
and part-sale of a former public 
house in Blondin Street, Bow, East 
London, using fraudulent mort¬ 
gage transactions which were car¬ 
ried out at the instruction of 
Thomas Adams. 

At sentencing, the judge 
praised counsel and detectives 
from the Met’s Serious and 
Organised Crime Command for 
the efforts put into the invest¬ 
igation and prosecution. 

Detective chief superintendent 
Mick Gallagher, head of the Met’s 
Serious and Organised Crime 
Command, said: “Today is the cul¬ 
mination of several years’ work 
by the Met’s Serious and Organ¬ 
ised Crime Command and I would 
like to pay tribute to my team of 
detectives who have worked tire¬ 
lessly to bring these individuals 
to justice.” 

He added: For too long organ¬ 
ised gangs have used advances in 
technology to hide their criminal 
gains and this operation and oth¬ 
ers like it are the Met’s 
response.”

Only 1 in 
3 speed 
cameras 
working

SPEED cameras in Essex are not 
all working as you might expect, it 
has been revealed. 

Of the roughly 100 fixed speed 
cameras in the county, only 33 are 
active, data from the Press Asso¬ 
ciation has shown. 

It leaves Essex with the one of 
the smallest proportions of oper¬ 
ational speed cameras in the 
country. 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
said: “Safety cameras signific¬ 
antly help to reduce the numbers 
of serious collisions. 

“Whether they are active or not 
they act as a deterrent, preventing 
people from driving at illegal and 
dangerous speeds. 

“Fixed cameras are just one of a 
whole range tools we use to 
address driver behaviour to 
improve the safety of all road 
users and it is important to recog¬ 
nise the full range of engagement, 
enforcement and educational 


opportunities rather than to 
depend on the use of technology to 
enforce. 

“Irrespective of whether cam¬ 
eras are active or not, the easiest 
way to not get caught speeding is 
by not doing it at all.” 

Some of the most lucrative 
speed cameras are positioned on 
the on the approach to the Queen 
Elizabeth II bridge. 

The average speed camera 
snapped 12,653 motorists in 2014, 
which is the equivalent to almost 
35 drivers every day. This means 
there was the potential to rake in 
more than £1.2 million. 

Profitable 

The total number of offences 
recorded on the A282 was more 
than triple the second-most prof¬ 
itable speed trap, found on the 
A127 near Rayleigh. 

A separate Freedom of Inform¬ 
ation request made to Essex 
Police earlier this year revealed 
the staggering amount that has 
been spent on repairing speed

cameras in the last five years. 

Between January 2012 and June 
2017, £83,300 has been spent on 
repairing 16 damaged speed cam¬ 
eras across the county. 

Of the 16 cameras damaged, 13 
were set alight and three were 
struck by vehicles. 

Non-working or faulty speed 
cameras allowed four reckless 


motorists to go unpunished for 
tearing along the A12 at up to 
140mph due to technical errors 
with average speed cameras in a 
40mph zone, we reported earlier 
in the year. 

A vehicle was clocked at 
140mph between the Brook Street 
and Mountnessing roundabout at 
7.12am on Friday, March 20, while 


other vehicles were also clocked 
at 136mph, 135mph and 117mph. 

However on two of the occa¬ 
sions the camera was unable to 
identify the vehicles and at the 
other two there were camera sight 
issues. 

Edmund King, president of 
motoring group AA, said: “Many 
of the empty yellow cases are due 


to cuts in road safety grants and 
the fact that digital cameras, 
although more effective, are very 
expensive. 

“It is also reflective of the fact 
that proceeds from cameras are 
no longer allowed to be ring- 
fenced to be reinvested into yet 
more cameras as now all the 
money goes to the Treasury.”

Would you be prepared to 
pay more tax for policing? 



Crime commissioner wants to gauge opinion before raising precept

ESSEX residents are being asked 
to consider whether they would 
be willing to pay more council tax 
in exchange for increased levels of 
policing. 

Roger Hirst, the Police, Fire and 
Crime Commissioner for the 
county, wants to gauge the pub¬ 
lic’s view before taking the 
decision to raise the precept for 
police funding. 

Funding for our local police 
force comes from two sources - 
central government and local 
council tax. 

Taking these two funding 
sources into account, Essex Police 


receives the lowest funding per 
resident of any force in the coun¬ 
try and has the sixth lowest coun¬ 
cil tax for policing. 

“I want to provide the best ser¬ 
vice possible for the people of 
Essex and increasing investment 
will help me deliver this,” said Mr 
Hirst. 

Precept 

“I’m not expecting any increase 
in central Government funding 
for this year but I can raise the 
police precept. 

“However, before I make that 
decision I want to know what the 
views of the public are so I can 
take them into account.” 

“Earlier this year, the council 


tax for policing was increased by 
3.25 per cent, which meant the 
average Band D property paid 
£4.95 more per year. 

“The increase saw an addition¬ 
al investment of £3.1 million, 
which helped fund the first phase 
of a programme to double the 
number of Special Constables to 
700 by 2019. 

“It also allowed Essex Police to 
increase the number of police 
officers to 2,850, an increase of 41 
officers for regular front line poli¬ 
cing, for the Serious Crime Dir¬ 
ectorate and for additional 
firearm officers. 

“At every public meeting I 
attend I hear that the residents 
want more police on the streets 


and whilst both Essex Police and I 
are doing everything we can to 
make that happen. 

“We don’t have the money or 
resources to deliver it in the best 
way that we want to,” Mr Hirst 
added. 

“The demand on the police ser¬ 
vice is rising. 

Shift 

“New crime types are emerging 
and existing crime is rising in its 
complexity, this is against a back¬ 
drop of an unprecedented shift in 
the national security environ¬ 
ment. 

“My question to the public is 
this - do they want to pay more for 
those extra resources?” 


The recent council tax increase 
also saw 15 additional police staff 
added to the Force Control Room 
to manage additional demand and 
improve the 101 contact service as 
well as investment in dealing with 
cybercrime. 

The proposed online survey, 
which has been approved by mem¬ 
bers of the Police, Fire and Crime 
Panel, will be live from lam on 
Monday, November 6.

A FORMER teacher who had 
been arrested in relation to 
historic child sex offences at a 
former boarding school 
suffocated himself before 
charges could be brought against 
him. 

John Stagg, 65, a former 
teacher at Elmbridge boarding 
school in Fyfield, Ongar, was 
arrested on October 28, 2015, 
before a file was passed to the 
Crown Prosecution Service for a 
decision on charging Stagg with 
five counts of buggery and 
eight counts of indecent 
assault. 

While a decision was being 
made to charge Stagg, who had 
changed his name to John 
Davison, he was found dead at 
his address in Upminster on 
December 7, 2016, with a bag 
secured around his head. 

The former music teacher, of 
Brambles Lane who also had 
high levels of codeine, 
antihistamine and paracetamol 
in his blood, had previously 
sent a letter to a friend warning 
them of his intentions to kill 
himself. 

Abusing 

Stagg had already been jailed 
for two-and-a-half years for 
seducing and sexually abusing 
his teenage pupils at one of 
Birmingham’s top grammar 
schools in 1998. 

He taught at King Edward VI 
School for Boys in Aston and 
encouraged his victims to come 
back to his flat in Erdington 
where he plied them with drink 
and drugs and showed 
pornographic videos. 

Another of the school’s former 
staff, Brian Truan, was last week 
cleared of a string of sexual 
offences. 

Mr Truan, 80, was found not 
guilty of a string of offences at 
the school in Ongar, that were 
alleged to have happened 
between July 1985 and January 
1988. 

He has been cleared of all 
charges he faced including 
masturbation of a child and 
indecent assault after it was 
claimed he bathed several boys 
inappropriately at his home and 
at the school.

Royal British Legion 



The British Legion was formed on 
May 15 1921, bringing together 
four national organisations of 
ex-Servicemen which had 
established themselvesafter the 
World War One. 

The first Poppy Appeal was held 
in 1921. Red silk poppies, inspired 
by the famous First World War 
poem In Flanders Fields, sold out 
instantly and raised more than 
£106,000. The funds helped WW1 
veterans find employment and 
housing after the war.

The Legion welcomes men and 
women of all ages, whether they 
have served in the Armed Forces or 
not, to continue the work that was 
begun nearly 100 years ago. 

The Legion provides financial, 
social and emotional support 
to members and veterans of the 
British Armed Forces, their families 
and their dependants. 

In 2017 the Legion wants to 
encourage the public not only to 
remember those who served in the 
First and Second World Wars, but 
also remember the sacrifices made by 
all generations of the Armed Forces. 


During the Poppy Appeal 2017 
over 45 million poppies will be 
distributed by 150,000 dedicated 
collectors. 

The Legion runs a Contact Centre 
which operates 12 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

The Legion has close links to many 
other charities, organisations and 
trusts, enabling it to draw on the 
best resources and expertise, and to 
refer people to those best equipped 
to help them. 

There are approximately 2,500 Royal 
British Legion branches across 
the UK and overseas providing 
comradeship and supporting the 
Legion as a charity.

The Legion’s recovery through arts 
programme, ‘Bravo 22 Company’, 
has staged internationally touring 
theatrical productions as well as 
community-based arts projects 
for wounded, injured and sick 
personnel and veterans. 

Hollywood actor, Ray Winstone, 
is the project’s ambassador.

PROFESSOR MARSTON AND 
THE WONDER WOMEN (15) 

Released earlier in the summer, comic book 
blockbuster Wonder Woman broke box office 
records, becoming the highest grossing film of 
all time by a female director. Professor Marston 
And The Wonder Women is a biographical 
drama directed by Angela Robinson, which 
examines the history of the fictional Wonder 
Woman character and the real-life love stories, 
which fed into storylines on the page. 

Harvard professor William Moulton Marston 
(Luke Evans) is happily married to his scholarly 
wife, Elizabeth (Rebecca Hall). In 1928, he hires 
a new teaching assistant, Olive Byrne (Bella 
Heathcote). 

Olive works alongside the Marstons, who 
invent the lie detector and also propose 
theories on interaction between humans. Olive 
becomes the third point of a volatile love 
triangle with husband and wife, and when the 
trio moves to New York, Elizabeth and Olive 
both fall pregnant by William. 

In this new environment, William meets 
shopkeeper Charles Guyette (JJ Feild) and 
becomes fascinated with fetishistic and 
sadomasochistic art. This newfound interest 
sows the seeds of a comic book about an 
Amazon princess with alluring attire published 
by Max Gaines (Oliver Platt). 

NO STONE UNTURNED (TBC) 

Oscar-winning writer-director Alex Gibney (Taxi 
To The Dark Side) employs his razor-sharp 
documentary skills to re-examine the evidence 
from an unsolved crime and untangle truth and 
lies to expose a wide-ranging cover-up. 

On June 18,1994, locals were crammed into 
a pub in the small village of Loughinisland in 
County Down, watching the Republic Of Ireland 
football team play Italy in the Fifa World Cup. 

Gun men burst into the pub, shooting six men 
dead and wounding five others in a hail of 
bullets. Subseguent police investigations failed 
to result in anyone being charged. 

No Stone Unturned interviews case 
investigators, families of the victims and 
journalists to understand the chain of events 
and the impact on the community. Gibson 
reopens the original files and pores over the 
evidence in minute detail, challenging the 
official versions of events to edge closer to 
unmasking the perpetrators. 

THE MAN WITH THE IRON HEART (15) 

French director Cedric Jimenez and co¬ 
writers Audrey Diwan and David Farr 
traverse similar historical ground to Sean 
Ellis' acclaimed 2016 film Anthropoid, 
dramatising the 1942 plot to assassinate 
high-ranking Nazi official Reinhard 
Heydrich, who was one of the architects of 
the Final Solution. 

The Man With The Iron Heart is adapted from 
Laurent Binet's novel HHhH and divides the 
narrative between the target and his killers. In 
the first half, Heydrich (Jason Clarke) is court 
martialed for his disreputable behaviour and 
dismissed from the German Navy. 

He subseguently becomes romantically 
involved with Lina von Osten (Rosamund Pike) 
and she encourages him to become an active 
member of the Nazi Party. Reinhard clambers 
up the ranks and spearheads the 
Sicherheitsdienst (SD) intelligence agency at 
the behest of Heinrich Himmler (Stephen 
Graham). 

He eventually moves to Prague where 
members of the Czechoslovak resistance 
conceive a plan to execute Heydrich. Jan Kubis 
(Jack O'Connell) and Jozek Gabcik (Jack 
Reynor) parachute into their homeland to 
orchestrate the daring plan, painfully aware 
that it is a suicide mission with a slim chance 
of success. 



The bear necessities 


PADDINGTON 2 (PG) 
★★★★★ 

T he bare necessities of a 
fulfilling life will come 
to you if you follow the 
paw prints of Michael 
Bond’s beloved 
Peruvian bear. 

So sayeth director Paul King’s 
unabashedly sweet, wholesome 
and crowd-pleasing sequel that 
replicates the irresistible charm 
of the 2014 film, which 
introduced the duffel-coat clad 
hero to the big screen. 

Paddington 2 is a lip- 
smacking, tear-jerking delight 
for audiences of all ages, 
which promotes compassion 
and 


understanding as the 
foundations of a truly great 
Britain. 

It’s a resolutely old-fashioned 
message of hope and 
community spirit, and a nimble 
script co-written by Simon 
Farnaby never deviates from 
trumpeting the central 
character’s unerring optimism 
in an era of paranoia and 
selfish desires. 

The pantomime villain this 
time is a scheming theatrical 
ham, played to the comic hilt 
by Hugh Grant, who dons a 
wimple and knight’s armour to 
steal hidden treasure that 
should have been 
claimed by an 
ancestor.

Weddings And A Funeral on the 
antagonist’s mantelpiece. 

Paddington (voiced by Ben 
Whishaw) is happily installed in 
the attic of 32 Windsor 
Gardens, family home of fuddy- 
duddy insurance assessor 
Henry Brown (Hugh 
Bonneville), his free-spirited 
wife Mary (Sally Hawkins) and 
their children, Judy (Madeleine 
Harris) and Jonathan (Samuel 
Joslin). 

During a visit to antiques 
dealer Mr Gruber (Jim 
Broadbent), Paddington 
unearths an old “popping 
book” of London, which would 
make the perfect present for 
Aunt Lucy (Imelda Staunton). 

Alas, the rare one-of-a-kind 
tome is expensive. 

Unperturbed, Paddington 
cleans windows for neighbours 
and wields a broom in a barber 
shop to meet the price tag. 

Hilariously vain, fading actor 
Phoenix Buchanan (Grant) 
steals the rare edition and 
Paddington is wrongly 
sentenced to 10 years for 
“grand theft and grievous 
barberly harm.” 

Behind bars, Paddington 
meets jailbird brute Knuckles 
McGinty (Brendan Gleeson), 
who “don’t do nothing for no- 


one for nothing”. 

The bear’s innate goodness 
weakens Knuckles’ resolve and 
they collaborate in the prison 
canteen to serve homemade 
confections to inmates. 

Meanwhile, the Browns vow 
to clear Paddington’s name and 
Mary identifies Phoenix as a 
prime suspect. 

“Actors are some of the most 
evil, devious people on the 
planet,” agrees housekeeper 
Mrs Bird (Julie Walters). “They 
lie for a living!” 

Paddington 2 is a delightfully 
entertaining romp, 
distinguished by glorious set 
pieces including a wonderful 
fantasy sequence inside the 
pages of the antique pop-up 
book. 

Colourful production design 
is almost as vivid as the 
performances including a 
roguish turn from Gleeson and 
physical pratfalls aplenty 
courtesy of Bonneville. 

Once again, Whishaw’s warm, 
soothing vocal performance 
tugs our heartstrings, adhering 
to the sage words of Aunt Lucy: 
“If you’re kind and polite, 
everything will come right.” 

King’s fleet-footed sequel 
comes right with a marmalade- 
smeared flourish.

Stereophonies' Kelly 
Jones talks to MARION 
McMULLEN about 
meeting his heroes, 
family life and how he's 
still dealing with the loss

Y OU know you must be 
doing something right 
when Bob Dylan 
name checks you and 
Bruce Springsteen pops 
backstage to say hello. 

Twenty years after their debut 
album, the Stereophonies have just 
released their tenth album, Scream 
Above The Sounds, and will be 
heading out on a major arena tour 
next spring. 

When asked what he was 
listening to recendy, music legend 
and Nobel Prize winner Bob Dylan 
replied simply "Stereophonies'! 

Singer and songwriter Kelly Jones 
says such an endorsement means a 
lot to the Welsh band. "It's very 
flattering to hear," he says, "people 
always surprise me. Seeing Pete 
Townshend standing across from 
you or Roger Daltrey, well, they are 
still The Who to me. It's not 
something I take for granted. 

"We were supporting Bruce 
Springstreen last year and he came 
to say hello to us in our dressing 
room." Kelly laughs: "It's just not 
normal? It's still a pinch-me 
moment. We come from a small 
town in Wales and when you meet 
these people and they are thanking 
us and asking you out for a beer, 
well, it's just not f*****g normal. 

"I think maybe because we are 
one of the last bands to have come 
through the traditional way of 
playing bars and clubs, travelling in 
the back of a van and staying in 


sh***y hotels. There was no 
internet, we played live, and maybe 
that's what bands like Led Zeppelin 
and The Who see in us. 

"When we started out playing the 
bars and clubs we needed three 
hours of material and these 
musicians affected our song¬ 
writing. Tom Petty, Dylan, the 
Rolling Stones, Green Day... we 
played all these songs and we 
learned how to keep an audience 
entertained. I don't know how new 
bands develop these days." 

The 43-year-old laughingly says 
living in a female-dominated 
household with his wife Jakki and 
three daughters - Lolita Bootsy and 
Misty, from a previous relationship, 
and new baby Riley - certainly 
helps to keep him grounded. 

"It's very, very cool," he smiles. 
"They are good girls. They've never 
really been brought up with 
nannies or au pairs. I'm pleased we 
did it that way. We can talk and," he 
adds with a grin, "I can walk about 
in my pants without some stranger 
being in the house. 

"My middle daughter is 10 and 
comedy mad, we took her to see 
Michael McIntyre Live recently. She 
was very, very gushing, but that was 
a rare occasion when my profes¬ 
sional and personal world met up. 

"All the girls love music and are 
very grounded kids. I am respect¬ 
ful of them and they are respectful 
back. They know what I do and I 
have taken them to gigs now and 


again so they can see where I am... 
and what pays for it all." 

The Welsh band boasts six 
number one albums, 11 top 10 
singles and they have toured with 
the Rolling Stones, The Who, U2 
and David Bowie on his last US 
dates. 

They have been described as one 
of Britain's best live bands and, 20 
years after Words Gets Around first 
broke through, are still attracting 
both new audiences and delighting 
long-term fans. 

Founder members Kelly and 
bassist Richard Jones are now 
joined by guitarist Adam Zindani 
and drummer Jamie Morrison and 
songs on the latest album include 
the haunting All In One Night and 
the plaintive piano ballad Before 
Anyone Knew Our Name, in which 
Kelly reflects on the loss of the 
band's original drummer Stuart 
Cable, who died at the age of 40. 

The song's lyrics say it all "I miss 
you, man. We had the fire, had 


desire, but what went wrong then?” 

Kelly says he was unsure whether 
to include the track on the new 
album or not. "I felt it was a bit too 
vulnerable, a bit too personal, but 
everyone said the song should be 
heard. I had known Stuart all my 
life. We lived in the same street 
growing up, went to the same 
school and started playing in a 
group when I was 12 and he was 15. 
We were living in the same place 
and sharing the same big dreams. 

"Stuart left the band in 2003, by 
2004 we were mates again going out 
for a beer... and then he died in 
2010 ." 

He says sadly: "I've thought about 
him every day since then. It's been 
seven years and then this song 
came along. I'm not sure if it's part 
of the grieving process. I started to 
write a bit of stuff in a notebook and 
it all came pouring out. 

"The band, road crew, booking 
agents - everyone who knew Stuart 
- heard the song first. 

"I couldn't be there 
when they listened to 
it. They were all a bit 
emotional, but I think 
it says everything I 
wanted to say."

She definitely shows off 
her versatility as a singer by tackling 
the much-loved Dionne Warwick/Cilla 
Black hit Anyone Who Had A Heart. 
Probably one of the most impressive 
songs is her version of Jennifer 
Hudson's And I Am Telling You. It's a 
huge ballad that she makes her own 
quite easily and gently.

THE Royal Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra

perfect fit for a full orchestra - some¬ 
thing which, naturally, was also 
recognised at the time.

However, when the arrangements do 
deviate from the originals the results 
are not always successful. Ultimately 
however, this is at best a curio.

Kris's call to Arms 



Being in The Damned was an easy gig for Kris Dollimore. But, as he 
told Martin Neal, the pressure is on when he plays small solo shows 


HE’S performed at the Royal Albert 
Hall, played in front of thousands 
with well-established chart bands 
and appeared on Top of the Pops. 

But Kris Dollimore says he’ll be 
more nervous playing in front of 40 
or so people at The Station Arms in 
Southminster later this month. 

Best known for playing guitar 
with Del Amtri, Dollimore also 
spent more than two years with 
punk legends The Damned 
following the departure of Captain 
Sensible’s replacement Roman 
Jugg, and also had a spell with 
alternative rockers The Godfathers. 

These days, though, he’s at 
home on the blues circuit with 
nothing but an acoustic guitar for 
company. 

“If I could play the Royal Albert 
Hall under my own name, I would,” 
he admitted honestly, “but I enjoy 
what I’m doing. 

“Del Amitri was the last big band 
I’d been in and when they broke up 
I went out on my own. I haven’t got 


the greatest voice but I can play 
guitar!” 

With The Damned in a state of 
flux, Dollimore was brought in on 
guitar as a result of his friendship 
with founder member and then 
drummer Rat Scabies. 

“It was such an easy gig because 
The Damned were one of my 
favourite bands,” he explained. 
“Their first album, I knew off by 
heart.” 

He played on one album, Not of 
This World, and toured extensively, 
having great fun along the way. 
Singer Dave Vanian was especially 
game for a laugh it would seem. 

“Dave would try and trip you up 
on stage,” he recounted. “On one 
occasion I was on stage we was 
walking round and round me and I 
couldn’t work out what was going 
on. 

“Then I realised he’d tied me up 
with the mic lead! There were lots 
of pranks and buffoonery. 

“The Damned had a reputation 


for being a bit hit or miss but we 
were very consistent at the time. 

“Rat was running the show and 
he wanted the band to take the 
band out of jokey punk and be a 
proper rock band. 

“I don’t think Dave wanted that 
though. I don’t think Rat and Dave 
got along that well and was a bit of 
friction and it never happened in 
the end.” 

After his time with The Damned 
ended, Del Amitri came calling. 

Dollimore admits he was more 
than pleasantly surprised to get a 
call from Justin Currie to audition 
for Del Amitri following Jon 
McLoughlin’s departure and 
revealed he was determined to 
make the most of the opportunity. 

It had looked like he might be 
hired by Iggy Pop and Republica 
among others so when all of that 
came to nothing, the Del Amitri 
call was most welcome. 

“I thought to myself ‘this gig is 
mine - no one else is having this,” 


he said. 

Big gigs, chart hits and TV 
performances followed. Kris 
Dollimore was a pop star. 

But these days it’s all about blues 
and roots as he writes, records and 
performs his solo work. 

“When the Del Amitri thing 
finished I didn’t know what to do,” 
he admitted. “I saw (blues artist) 
Ben Andrews play and I thought 
‘I’d like to do that’ but I didn’t have 
the ability so I studied hard and it 
took a lot of effort to keep at it but I 
did, and now I’m doing what I’m 
doing now. 

“I feel comfortable doing what 
I’m doing. It’s honest - you can’t be 
fake. If it goes wrong - or right - it’s 
down to you. 

“So the pressure is more playing 
to 30 or 40 people than it was when 
I was playing in big venues with a 
band but I love it.”

SOMETIMES there are songs so 
spine-tinglingly powerful that they 
make the hairs on the back of your 
neck stand on end whenever they’re 
played. 

When a band nails that song to the 
point when you don’t think the 
audience is ever going stop 
applauding and roaring its approval, 
you know you’re in the company of 
greatness. And so it was when 
timeless synth kings OMD performed 
the hauntingly wonderful Maid of 
Orleans at the Cliffs Pavilion. 

Not that this show was sort of 


highlights. It can be frustrating if a 
band goes too heavy on their new 
stuff at the expense of a hefty back 
catalogue when they’re on the road 
to promote a new album but OMD 
struck it just right. 

They played the hits. Oh they 
played the hits all right. We might 
have thought synthpop was just an 
80s fad but old faves such as 
Souvenir, Tesla Girls, So In Love, 
Enola Gay, the show-closing 
Electricity and all the rest still sound 
remarkably fresh. And tracks from 
the new album, Punishment of 


Luxury, showed that OMD are far 
from a band relying on past glories. 

Front man Andy McCluskey has 
lost none of his boundless 
enthusiasm either. He warned us that 
he was only operating on 60% 
because of a knee ligament injury, 
but his dancing was just as bonkers. 
How I’d love to see him and Tim 
Booth on the same stage! 

OMD have a habit of disappearing 
for a while after they’ve recorded and 
toured - here’s hoping they’re not 
away for too long.

Series two of The A Word 
begins two years after the end 
of the first. Your character 
Alison's relationship with 
autistic son Joe (played by Max 
Vento) has turned a corner. Is it 
fair to say she's more 
celebratory of the fact he's 
'different'? 

YEAH. Alison, as a person, is just a 
very committed individual to 
whatever it is that she's committed 
to at that time. In series one there 
just seemed to be this rebellion in 
her that was like 'If I fight this hard 
enough, I will make it OK! 

Now that commitment has gone 
into acceptance and surrounding 
herself with a community that 
understands her and will help her, 
and help her support Joe. 

She's finding the joy in him and 
taking his lead, if you like. That was 
really lovely for me to play, just as a 
contrast. 

I think that's such a truthful 
journey to go on, from almost 
fighting against something to going 
'No, look, this can be a wonderful 
path! So, yeah, she's in quite a 
different place this year. 

Viewers will see her make quite 
a powerful speech to the other 
school parents in episode one. 

IT'S such an amazing speech. It 
encapsulated almost her world 
view and a manifesto for children 
who are different and she's got her 
struggles with stuff, but they're 
more like personal struggles within 
her relationship now. 

I think she's found a purpose she 
didn't have before.

How emotional is it to film 
some of the more poignant 
sequences? 

IT TAKES over. (There's a) scene 
where we're doing role play and 
also a scene where we sit with Joe 
on the sofa and talk to him about 
his autism, and both of those 
scenes, for me personally, 
something happened that I wasn't 
in control of. 

I think there is something 
massively impactful and, reading it, 
I remember when I first read 
episode one, having a really 
emotional response to it and 
emailing Pete (Bowker, the writer) 
and saying 'It's golden! 

But there's something that when 
you actually hear those words come 
out... and I think because we all 
own these characters so deeply 
now that it just feels real and 
genuine. So they can be really 
overwhelming to shoot, but 
cathartic too. 



You and Lee Ingleby, who plays 
Joe's dad Paul, seem to have a 
great bond when you're 
shooting such scenes. 

THEY come quite easily 
with me and Lee. We 
have a sort of natural 
rhythm; it's weird 
because you read 
them on the page and 
you think 'Oh, this is 
going to be deep, this 
is going to be a tough 
one' and then you 
actually sit down and say 
it and actually it's really 
simple. 

The writing is always really 
clear and just by Max saying words 
and Max's reaction to things, you 
can't fail to be moved. 

Then it just becomes about 
controlling your own natural 
responses to what he's doing. 

Have you taken more of an 
interest in autism since working 
on the show? 

I THINK you can't help doing that 
because even if I wasn't taking an 
interest in it on a personal level, the 
show opens up a dialogue that 
people want to have with us 
whether we're chasing it or not. 

For me, personally, I didn't 
research anything particular for 
series one because Alison is like 
'What?' so it wasn't helpful for me. 

Whereas this year I emailed Pete 
and was like 'OK, what do I read?! 

He gave me a list of books, so I'm 
a lot more knowledgeable about it 
now. But I feel like something really 
important happened when the 
(first) series went out, which was 



that something that was 'othered' 
became mainstream. There was a 
real acknowledgement from the 
autism community and a gratitude. 

It's one child's story, but having 
that in the mainstream was a big 
deal. 

What kind of reaction did you 
receive? 

I HAVE a friend whose little boy is 
on the (autsim) spectrum, and 
when we were getting ready to do 
series one - he was quite small, he'd 
just turned four -1 had quite a lot of 
conversations with her. 

She sent me a message a while 
ago - she lives in Glasgow - and her, 
her husband and her little boy had 
been in London and they'd been on 
the Tube. He wears headphones or 
ear defenders sometimes, and she 
said 'People just smile at us now! 

The impact of that for her, that 
was transformative. 

Of course there's a breadth of 


response and some people felt 
negatively about it. 

I certainly received some that 
were like 'Mums aren't like that! 

Of its appeal, do you think the 
audience want to see a drama 
that is funny and moving, as 
opposed to crime-focused? 

EXACTLY. It has so much warmth 
and people really want that. 

I feel like it came at a time where 
there wasn't that much love in 
drama and (The A Word) is full of 
love. 

I think there is a thing where your 
personal perspective magnifies 
things - you'll see things, like I 
know that I see things in dramas 
that are bigger to me because of my 
personal perspective - but 
everyone's different and everyone 
has seen different things.

Comedian Dawn French talks to 

HANNAH STEPHENSON about turning 
60 , marriage second time around and 
revisiting French and Saunders 


S HE'S the star of The Vicar 
of Dibley, one half of 
comedy duo French and 
Saunders, an acclaimed 
author and chocolate- 
loving national treasure. 

Much of Dawn French's work has 
been drawn from her own life - her 
2008 autobiography Dear Fatty and 
recent solo show Thirty Million 
Minutes, chart both her triumphs 
and her tragedies. Her latest book 
Me. You. A Diary, reveals what she 
has learned in her 60 years and 
features blank pages for the reader 
to include his or her own entries. 

It's a mellow, gentle read with a 
lot of words of wisdom, as Dawn 
looks back on how she has acted 
and reacted to different events in 
her life, how her priorities have 
changed and how, as her mother 
used to say, 'We don't do perfect! 

It's clear that family means every¬ 
thing to Dawn, who has an adopted 
daughter Billie with her ex-hus¬ 
band Sir Fenny Henry, and has 
gained two stepchildren through 
her second marriage to Mark 
Bignall. They live in Cornwall. 

She guards her family's privacy 
like a tigress. 

"I'm a bit of a contradiction in 
terms,'' she admits. "I've had my 
loss, I've had my joys, and all kinds 
of ups and downs, like everyone - 
but I've found that by telling my 
story honestly, that connects me to 
the readers, and the audience to 
my show. It's who I am. That 
doesn't mean to say I'm not private 
- there's plenty not in the book.'' 

She doesn't mention Mark by 
name in the diary and steers clear 
of much detail on family members. 

"None of these people have 
asked to be part of this,” she 
explains. "This is my life and my 
choices, so I have to be careful 
about that. My own daughter 


doesn't want to be in it [the 
limelight] because she's very shy.” 

Dawn had known Mark for years 
and interviewed him for research 
purposes while writing her second 
novel, Oh Dear Silvia. 

In the new book, the meeting 
seems like an epiphany for her - 
the sun burst out from behind a 
cloud, the light poured in through 
the window, bounced off the white 
wall and reflected on to his face 
'lighting him up as if Caravaggio 
and Fellini had collaborated! 

"I knew in that instant we would 
marry," she writes. 

Is marriage different second time 
around? 

"Yes, because the 
person is different 
and so the mixture is 
different. There's 
chemistry that's 
entirely different and 
all the more interest¬ 
ing for that. I'm glad 
I've had both of 
these marriages for 
lots of reasons. They 
both bring very 
different things. It's 
very joyful. I didn't 
imagine I'd ever be married again. I 
was quite happy to not be married 
again, but I'm very glad I did." 

Initially, the respective children 
kept a watchful eye on their 
relationship, but before long, they 
were keen for them to tie the knot. 

"They were kind of petitioning 
for it and were rather embarrass¬ 
ing, mentioning it when we hadn't 
mentioned it yet. They wanted it to 
happen. It was great to get their 
approval.” 

But she did want a proper 
proposal, she admits. 

"You do need that person to 
confirm it, I guess. He very firmly 
did ask Billie as well, calling her to

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say, 'I've asked your mum and she 
says 'Yes] as long as you think it's 
OK! She was the person whose 
permission had to be given." 

The marriage, of course, meant 
she became a stepmother. 

"The 'step' part, as far as I'm 
concerned, is 'Don't step on 
anyone's toes,"' she says, chuckling. 
"You have to be massively careful 
that you don't get in the way of 
anything that already 
exists. I feel massive 
love for these two kids. 

"They are very 
easy-to-love people that 
have come into my life, 
but they were 'fully 
cooked' people by the 
time I met them. An 
awful lot of goodness 
about them comes from 
their life before I was 
ever there. I have lots to 
be grateful for. I have my relation¬ 
ship with them and we are very 
close, but respectful of their mum 
and their stepdad." 

She agrees that she has probably 
approached marriage differently 
this time. 

"There isn't acres of time ahead 
of us. When you get married when 
you're young, you don't even think 
about the future, you just trundle 
on. I'm very aware that when you 
get married in your 50s, you must 
savour every minute, have a bit of 
a shorthand and cut through the 
c**p a bit quicker. 

"You also know yourself very 
well and there are things that I'm 


absolutely prepared to compro¬ 
mise on and there are other things 
that I'm absolutely not prepared to 
compromise on." 

She remains on good terms with 
her ex-husband, she says. 

"Well, we've got a daughter 
together. We are friends. We keep a 
distance because we've got new 
lives and everybody needs a 
chance to breathe in their new life, 
but we talk all the time, always 
about Billie, at least once a week, if 
not twice. We are very civilised and 
kind to each other.” 

Dawn is currently filming the 
second series of Delicious for Sky 1 
and working on a French and 
Saunders 30th anniversary 
Christmas special. 

"It's basically a clip show that the 
BBC wanted to do, but there have 
been enough times when other 
people have chosen the clips, and 
they always go for the same ones. 
Jennifer and I have a fondness for 
the ones they don't go for neces¬ 
sarily, plus we've got other bits of 
film that hasn't been seen before, 
and we're writing 15 minutes of 
new material." 

Turning 60, she wants to be able 
to take a little time to soak in her 
joys and her achievements. 

"I don't want to be 60 and not 
have stopped a bit. I've taught 
myself to slow down. I'm still too 
busy and I have to remember 
sometimes to stop in the moment. 

"That's when the creative 
thoughts happen and when I'm at 
my most open to new thinking."

MOTHER LAND by Paul Theroux, Hamish 
Hamilton, £20 (eBook £9.99) 

★★★★★ 

THIS book is essentially a 500- 
page rant that could easily be 
summarised in a single sentence: "I 
came from a large, nasty, bitchy 
family - and my 
mother was the worst 
of us." 

Jay Justus, the 
narrator, is a fading 
writer living out his 
last good years in the 
shadow of his ageing 
and yet indestructible 
mother, and in close 
and toxic proximity to his six 
siblings. 

Even in advanced middle age, 
the seven spend much of their 
time finding new ways to spite, 
denigrate and upstage each other. 
'Mother' - as she is always called 
- is the cynical charmer of this 
viper's nest, forever playing 
favourites, dividing and 
conquering, and dispensing 
favours and punishments on a 
callous whim. 

Theroux loves to sail very close 
to the wind in applying narrative 
licence to autobiographical detail, 
and in this book you feel he has 
really gone for it. This teasing 
quality adds a whole extra 
dimension of deliciousness to 
the stew. Hilarious, infuriating, 
poignant and endlessly enthralling. 

THE RULES OF MAGIC by Alice Hoffman, 
Simon and Schuster, £16.99 (ebook £9.99) 
ALICE Hoffman's novel Practical 
Magic was released in 1995, and 
was a huge success, leading to a 
film starring Sandra Bullock and 
Nicole Kidman. 

The Owens sisters 
are magical stock, and 
their family's history 
goes back 200 years 
encompassing feuds, 
witchcraft and 
rejection. 

Here, Hoffman 
explores Aunt Frances 
and Aunt Bridget's (known here as 
Jet) awakening to the craft in the 
1960s. Franny and Jet, along with 
their brother Vincent, stay with 
their Aunt Isabelle. Each of their 
gifts grow, but can they use them 
to break the family curse? 

The Rules Of Magic is a gentle 
tale, perfect as the nights draw in.

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How do we raise 
body positive kids 
in a body-shaming 
world? LAUREN 
TAYLOR get some 
tips on how to talk 
to our daughters 

G IVEN that we are 
bombarded with 
unrealistic beauty 
standards and constant 
criticism of women's 
bodies in the media, body 
confidence is understandably a 
difficult thing for many of us to 
master. However, if we feel 
negatively about our bodies as 
adults, how can we expect young 
girls to grow up with a healthy 
attitude to theirs? 

A recent survey conducted by 
The Be Real Campaign, found that 
two in three secondary aged 
school children worry about parts 
of their appearance. 

In order to break the cycle of 
negative body image and to help 
children - particularly girls who 
have additional pressure placed 
on their appearance - feel 
comfortable and happy about the 
way they look, whatever their size 
and shape, we need to change the 
dialogue. 

1 "SHE SHOULDN'T BE 
WEARING THAT'' 

THE way we speak about other 
adults' bodies is important to 
consider. Liam Preston, head of the 
Be Real Campaign for body 
confidence, says it's all about 
establishing what's "normal" in 
your household. 

"When a lot of people are 
watching TV] they can be quite 
critical of what they see on screen," 
he says. "'She shouldn't be wearing 
that outfit,' or, 'They look too big,' 
or, 'They look too skinny! It's easy 
for people to say stuff they 
wouldn't say in person about 
people they're watching on TV] 
often in front of their own 
children." 

Consultant clinical psychologist, 
and author of The Supermum 
Myth, Dr Rachel Andrew adds: "In 
clinical sessions, children will say, 
'Other girls think I'm fat! and will 
evidence what they have heard 
people say about others to back 
this up, even if they have never 
heard anything directly said 
about themselves." 

2 "I LOOK AWFUL/ I NEED 
TO LOSE WEIGHT'' 

HOW you feel and talk about 
your own body will have a 
direct impact on how your 
daughter sees hers. 

"Parents are a huge 
influence on the way that 
children see themselves, 
others and the world," says Dr 
Andrew. "If a mother 
consistently talks negatively 
about her own body in front of 
her child, she is telling her 
child that the way bodies look 


is important, [that they] should 
look a certain way and if they 
don't, this leads to unhappiness. A 
child often cannot understand the 
wider context, so will take on these 
messages in a simple form like, 
'Looking a certain way will make 
me happy! This can set up a 
life-long association that the way a 
person looks equates to their 
happiness.” 

Of course, the outside world is 
full of criticism and stereotypes 
about women's bodies, and Dr 
Andrew says it's worth "being 
aware of their impact" on your 
child. 

"You are not going to be able to 
shield them from this completely, 
but you can increase resilience by 
modelling the messages you want 
them to take, through your own 
attitude and behaviour.” 

3 "THIS IS A 'BAD' FOOD'' 

DEVELOPING a healthy 
relationship with food is a key 
component of achieving a healthy 
attitude to body image. 

"If you say, 'This is a good food 
or a bad food] young people will 
pick up on that straightaway, and 
that isn't good for them as they 
try and understand what their 


own bodies need," Liam says. 

"As an adult worried about your 
[own] weight, it's easy to say, 'I 
probably shouldn't have that] but if 
you label it as 'bad food' that's 
something young people will think 
too, regardless of the context 
within which you're saying it.” 

"YOU LOOK BIGGER/SLIMMER'' 

POINTING out how your 
daughter's appearance has 
changed is risky, even if you mean 
it as a compliment. 

It might imply that something 
was wrong with her appearance 
before, and she may put pressure 
on herself to continue looking that 
way. 

Liam says: "In life we often say, 
'Oh you look really good, you've 
lost a lot of weight' or, 'You look 
thinner! But that reinforces this 
message [to children] that you 
have to look a certain way." 

What if you're worried about the 
change in your daughter's weight 
for health reasons, though? 

While it's important for parents 
to notice changes to their 
children's health, this needs to be 
tackled with caution, and in a 
positive way - encouraging them to 
join a sports team or help you cook 
healthy meals, for example. 

Dr Andrew says: "Putting on or 
losing significant weight can be a 
sign there may be an emotional 
or physical health problem, so it's 
natural parents act on this when 
necessary. 

"Rather than raise an issue with 
weight, talk about their life more 
generally - how are things with 
school, friends, sleeping, and 
how are they feeling at the 
moment? The answers are more 
likely to give you clues about if 
there's an issue.” 


5 COMPLIMENTS THAT ARE 
ONLY ABOUT HER IMAGE 

"I DON'T think there's an issue 
telling your child they look nice in 
what they're wearing, or that they 
look pretty, but if that's the only 
compliment you're giving your 
child and you're not addressing the 
other reasons why they're an 
amazing person,young people will 
go through life thinking, 'The only 
thing people care about is whether 
I look nice, or look pretty or 
whether this dress is good,"' 
explains Liam.

DR ANDREW says: "Move the 
conversation to skills, talents and 
resources that you and your child 
share. Praise your child specifically 
for those: 'You are so patient, 
caring, kind] and comment on 
others with these attributes too. 
You might enlist the support of 
their favourite celebrity or 
Youtuber if they are also sending 
out a similar message." 

Liam adds: "The best way to 
shield your children from negative 
body image messages in the 
outside world is to have those 
conversations before they hear 
them. 

"Talk about what it is to be 
positive about your body, and how 
the words you could say in a 
classroom could have a negative 
impact on someone's life, and the 
best way to do that is talk to your 
children at an early age. 

"Talk to them about the language 
they might hear in classrooms - are 
they hearing things? How does that 
make them feel? And should they 
be challenging people around 
them who do say those things?" 




Q AS A busy working parent, how 
can I find time to play with my 
children? 

A TANITH CAREY, author of Mum 
Hacks: Time-saving Tips To Calm 
The Chaos Of Family Life, says: "It's 
true that parents are busier than ever. 
The number of dual-income households 
today has hit a record high. However, it 
is essential to find time to play with 
your children. 

"When you're both tired and short of 
time after work or at weekends, it can 
be tempting to be concerned with 
finishing off other chores, before sitting 
down with your child to play.

THOUSANDS more breast cancer 
patients ought to be offered gene 
testing to help identify relatives 
who may be at risk of developing 
the disease, says a new study. 

The work, by a team at the 
Institute of Cancer Research in 
London and the Royal Marsden 
NHS Foundation Trust, suggested 
using new criteria on women to 
test for BRCA1 and BRCA2 genes. 

Doctors currently ask women 
about their family history when 
deciding whether to offer a gene 
test, but the study suggested this 
approach can be unreliable. 

Of the 1,020 patients tested, the 
study found 110 had a BRCA 
mutation. Half of these would have 
been missed using current criteria 
for testing, the study found. 

It added that the new approach 
could also be cost-effective for the 
NHS, owing to cancers which could 
be prevented in relatives. 


BEETROOT helps muscles recover 
after intense exercise, according to 
new research by the University of 
Northumbria. 

It could be because red beetroot 
is a rich source of nitrate and a 
group of bioactive pigments called 
betalains, which have antioxidant 
and anti-inflammatory properties. 

To test the theory, researchers 
recruited 30 men between 18 and 
28, who work out at least twice a 
week, to do 100 intensive jump 
exercises, which cause muscle 
damage in their legs. 

For three days the men drank 
either 250ml of beetroot juice, 
125ml of beetroot juice or a 
placebo drink which had the same 
calorie and carbohydrate content 
as beetroot juice. 

The 250ml dose of beetroot 
juice did result in a faster recovery 
of jump height performance and 
reduced muscle soreness in both 
beetroot drinking groups. 

The study's lead author, Dr Tom 
Clifford, said: "Three days of 
consuming the higher beetroot 
juice dose enhanced participants' 
recovery. 

Those in the beetroot juice 
group jumped an average of 18% 
higher than those in the placebo 
group two days after completing 
the bout of exercise.” 


S HE may look the picture of 
confidence on the catwalks, 
but supermodel-turned- 
actress Cara Delevingne 
wasn't always the seemingly 
fearless fashion icon she is now. 

The 25-year-old, whose net worth 
is rumoured to be £14m, admits to 
channelling a lot of her own teenage 
angst into her debut YA novel, 

Mirror Mirror. It centres on four 
misfit teens who form their own 
family through a band, as they 
attempt to deal with the challenges 
adolescence throws at them. 

Some might wonder what this girl 
from a privileged background - her 
father, Charles, is a successful 
property developer and she grew up 
in the elite enclave of London's 
Belgravia - had to worry about. 

However, she has said that while 
growing up, she never felt good 
enough and felt pretty weird and 
different as a child - so she can feel 
the loneliness of her characters, Red, 
Leo, Rose and Naomi. 

"Growing up in London, the angst, 
the hormones, starting to figure out 
who you are and what you want to 
do, and hating yourself and loving 
yourself and looking at other people, 
you realise that at the end of the day, 
it doesn't matter what anyone else 
thinks," says Cara. "It just comes 
down to who you are and who you 
want to be, and if you don't know 
who that is, it doesn't matter. 

"If it's weird and if you want to 
chop your hair off or dye your hair 
green or put on a stupid hat, it 
doesn't matter. Just do what you 
want to do.” 

Red, the main protagonist, has an 
alcoholic mother (Cara's mother 
Pandora, a former debutante and 
model, struggled with addiction to 
prescription drugs and 
heroin). Other issues the 
characters tackle in 
varying degrees 
include self-image 
dilemmas, dark 
moods, drug-taking, 
a questionable 
suicide attempt and 
confused sexuality. 

There are several 
surprising twists in the 
plot. When one of the 
group, Naomi, 
disappears and is found at death's 
door in the Thames, with police 
claiming a failed suicide attempt, the 
weaknesses, insecurities and secrets 
of the other band members emerge. 

Cara, too, had her fair share of 
challenges growing up. At 15, she 
suffered a bout of severe depression, 
the culmination of a period of 
anxiety and self-hatred. 

She would self-harm, scratching 
herself until she bled, was 
prescribed anti-psychotic drugs, 
would slam herself against a tree to 
try to knock herself out and ended 
up seeing a string of therapists, she 
later told US Vogue. 

The depression resurfaced when 
she was 22, but today, she says it's 
not a recurring theme in her life. 

"We all get down, but mental 
illness is something that's very 
important that we all need to talk 
about. I'm very lucky and grateful to 
be able to do things that I get to do. I 
work very hard and I just need to 
make sure that I spend enough time 
looking after myself. 

"Writing the book has certainly

been the best kind of therapy I've 
ever had, for sure, because it's there 
to help other people in therapy in 
some way. If you can talk about 
experiences and other people read it 
and enjoy it, that's great," she admits. 

"When you bottle things up and 
don't allow yourself to be emotional, 
when you don't feel things, whether 
it came out as depression when I 
was 15 or as psoriasis when I was 18, 
I tend to bottle things up 
and brush things 
under the carpet. 

It's just about 
learning to 
express those 
things, which is 
why I write 
music and have 
learned how to 
cry.” 

Music and acting 
have always helped 
her escape the more 
painful elements of her life, she has 
said. Cara's already starred in 2016 
blockbuster Suicide Squad and 
recent sci-fi adventure Valerian And 
The City Of A Thousand Planets. 

Now sporting a brunette pixie- 
style haircut, she shaved her hair to 
star in the forthcoming Life In A 
Year, in which she plays a teenage 
cancer patient. 

"I'm living my dream, I'm living 
my fantasy, from when I was a kid. 

"I'm doing a TV show and playing 
a fairy (in a series called Carnival 
Row, opposite Orlando Bloom) - it's 
the coolest thing ever," Cara 
enthuses. "I'm only 25 
and I've already shaved 
my head for a role, 
playing a cancer patient. 

That is incredible, to be 
able to play these roles.” 

Writing the book while 
in the midst of shooting 
Life In A Year was also 
therapeutic, she reflects. 

"I found the writing 
process liberating. 

"It was the light at the

end of the tunnel. 

"While in the 
role, I was in a 
very dark place. 

Writing the book 
gave me a window 
of light.” 

The novel is 
peppered with 
Snapchat streaks, 
references to 
WhatsApp, secret 
Lacebook forums 
and chat rooms, 
material familiar to 
any teenager. 

"I grew up later, 
after the social media 
thing. For me, I would 
have alienated myself 
more with it,” says Cara, 
who has more than 40 
million Instagram followers. 

She also explores sexuality 
in the book, as the teenagers 
struggle to find themselves. 

It's been well documented 
that she has dated both men 
and women. She recently told 
Glamour magazine: "Once I 
spoke about my sexual 
fluidity, people were like, 'So 
you're gay! And I'm like, 'No, 

I'm not gay!” 

While films and books seem 
to be the way her career is 
heading, what about 
modelling? 

"It's something that I'll 
probably not always do -1 don't 
know if I'm always going to look 
the way I look - so I 
don't know," Cara 
confesses. 

"Modelling has been a 
big part of my life and it's 
what I'm known for, but it's 
not something that I've 
been writing about - but 
maybe I will one day.”

RELAX 

... Frankie's back 


D O YOU know what ABC, 
Grace Jones and Frankie 
Goes To Hollywood all have 
in common? 

The answer is multi¬ 
talented music producer Trevor 
Horn. He was behind some of the 
biggest hits of the 1980s and the first 
music video to ever be played on 
MTV in 1981 was Video Killed The 
Radio Star - the song he recorded as 
part of Buggies. 

He was also a founding member of 
The Art Of Noise, worked with rock 
group Yes and produced ABC's hit 
album The Lexicon Of Love, songs 
such as Hand Held In Black And 
White for singing duo Dollar and the 
Grace Jones hit Slave To The Rhythm. 

Trevor's music was the soundtrack 
of the decade and he helped bring 
sex, love and nuclear war to the 
charts with Frankie Goes To Holly¬ 
wood's debut 1984 double album 
Welcome To The Pleasuredome. The 
must-have fashion item of the time 
was a Frankie Says Relax T-shirt and 
everyone was counting down to the 
release of the band's first album. 

“It was a very interesting period of 
time,'' remembers Trevor with a 
smile. "We were working in the 
studio from January onwards doing 
the album. It seemed like we didn't 
have enough material at the start. 
Two Tribes and Relax were so big 
and it felt weird putting them on the 
album with just a few other tracks. 

"The album was always going 
to be called Welcome To The 
Pleasuredome, but when we started 
the album the track was three-and-a- 
half minutes long and by the time it 
was finished it was one whole side of 
the album." 

Trevor says they embraced new 
technology that had never been 
available before and created a 
distinctive sound of pop, funk and 
disco. 

"The band really started 
to come together on 
that record,” he says. 

"They played Bruce 
Springsteen's Born To 
Run on one track and 
practised for days. 

They wanted it to be 
perfect. I would 
normally work from 
late morning until two 
or three the following 
morning but, you know, 
if you get on a roll you just keep going 
-1 did take weekends off though." 

The double album was recorded 
with engineer Steve Lipson at the 
Sarm West Studios in West London 
- where Band Aid also recorded 
charity single Do They Know It's 
Christmas in the same year. 

"It was a lovely time,” says 68-year- 
old Trevor. "Sarm West, where we did 
everything, is just off Portobello Road 


and we would have Pet Shop Boys in 
one studio and George Michael in 
another. George practically lived in 
Studio Two. There was a real vibe 
about the whole place and at night 
you had 15 or 20 regulars who would 
just come in and George would be 
wandering about the corridors. 

"With Relax we had to do the song 
pretty quickly - three or four days in 
the end. We worked on different 
versions but, when we got it, it was 
exciting. When we came to work on 
the album, Two Tribes 
and Relax were both still 
in the top 20 and to follow 
up such big records was 
really hard. You know if 
you get it wrong people 
lose interest.” 

Welcome To The 
Pleasuredome was 
released on October 29, 
1984, and went straight 
to number one in the UK 
album chart with advance 
orders of one million sales alone. The 
album track The Power Of Love 
became the band's third number one 
single. The groundbreaking record 
has now been re-released as part of 
BMG's Art Of The Album series as a 
deluxe edition, pictured above. 

Trevor says: "Listening to it now it 
is an amazing record. It used 
technology that does not exist now, 
well, it does but people don't really 


use it, and it is an amazing sound." 

Music has always played a big part 
of Trevor's life. "I played bass in the 
youth orchestra. My dad was a bass 
player, so I played bass and then I 
played bass guitar. I was 15 or 16 and 
I played just about everywhere. 

"There was only me and a bass 
player in Leicester who could read 
music and play bass guitar. I stopped 
trying to work in the normal world at 
16 and became a professional 
musician. I was working every night 
and during the day doing various 
sessions for people and working on 
TV. If you can sight read music you 
can work. You can show up and play 
and if you were working for dance 
bands you had to read music.” 

Trevor worked as a session 
musician until he was 30 when 
Buggies came along and since then 
he has worked with many of the top 
names in music from Robbie 
Williams and Seal to Tom Jones and 
Paul McCartney. He says he always 
feels at home in the recording studio. 

"I've worked with a lot of people 
that's for sure,” he laughs, "there's so 
many I forget sometimes. It's about 
helping people to get what they want 
on a record and helping them 
achieve what they want to achieve. 

"A studio is a wonderful place if 
you like music. It's soundproofed, 
locked away, and you are working 
so people can't disturb you. 


"I was walking through Bel Air 
Hotel six months ago and the Art Of 
Noise song Moments In Love was 
blasting out by the side of the pool 
and I remember thinking that was 
cool. 

"I've heard the music I've done all 
over the place. It's an amazing thing 
to make a record and it goes out and 
loads of people hear it. In the studio 
you are the first people to here it and 
then it goes off and it's comes to life. 
When you get it right, it's exciting. 

"I have heard my stuff all over the 
place, in the weirdest places, and it's 
a thrill. I remember hearing Living In 
The Plastic Age in east Jerusalem." 

Trevor says the music business has 
changed completely since the days of 
Welcome To The Pleasuredome. 

"We had TV shows who played solo 


artists and records and there is 
nothing like that now. There's Jools 
(Holland), God bless him, but Top Of 
The Pops had a massive audience 
back then and really helped the 
whole British music scene. But you 
can't bring it back. It wouldn't be the 
same. You can't go back.” 

Trevor performs with his nine- 
piece band of seven musicians and 
two singers. 

He adds: "I went to see Grace Jones 
at the Hollywood Bowl a couple of 
years back when she was touring. She 
must have been through most of the 
first set before I realised that she was 
naked from the waist up because she 
was strangely painted. 

"I didn't want to lag behind at the 
end and get caught in the crowds and 
I was leaving when she started 
singing the last song Slave To The 
Rhythm. It made me pause and I 
stopped and listened and it sounded 
great.”

The 
plums should be well 
coated with the glossy 
syrup.

MADE IN CHELSEA'S LUCY WATSON TELLS ELLA WALKER 
WHY SHE WANTS WANTS VEGANISM TO GO MAINSTREAM m. 



V EGANISM and 

indulgence are not 
things you'd necessar¬ 
ily associate with one 
another, but former 
Made In Chelsea star and 
influences Lucy Watson, is 
trying to change that. 

The 27-year-old, who grew up 
feeding the ducks on her 
parents' farm and became 
vegetarian aged six, switched to 
veganism two years ago - but 
got bored of being stuck in a 
cycle of just eating salads and 
soups. "I was a bit clueless about 
what I could eat," she admits, 
"and I did miss indulging 
myself." 

Hence her cookbook, Feed Me 
Vegan, to help make other 
people's "journey to being vegan 
a little less daunting" and prove 
that "food can still be amazing, 
even if it's vegan" Think 
cruelty-free mac and cheese, 
banoffee pie, chocolate fudge 
cake, chilli, cheeseburgers and 
carbonara - yes really. 

Cutting out dairy, she says, 
wasn't a challenge in itself: "I 
don't miss the food at all, it 
would actually make me feel a 
bit sick if I ate it now." 

However, she does occasion¬ 
ally miss the ease of being able 
to walk into a restaurant - and 
order anything off the menu 
without having to go through 
the rigmarole of explaining 
veganism to a bemused waiter. 
But awareness has massively 
improved, even in the couple of 
years since she made the switch. 

In fact, it's a growing trend - 
between 2006-2016, the number 
of vegans in Britain increased by 


360%, and Lucy reckons 
veganism "will eventually 
become mainstream" Partly 
because "the planet can’t cope 
with the pressure we're putting 
on it" and partly because "we all 
have compassion within us" she 
says. 

"I think eventually, people will 
realise that veganism is the only 
compassionate option," Lucy 
adds passionately. "Eventually 
they'll change laws around the 
situation, and it will become a 
lot harder to access non-vegan 
products. I hope to see it in this 
lifetime, and if not, I'd hope to 
leave behind some sort of 
influence." 

She believes we need to 
change how we talk about 
animals in relation to food. "It’s 
completely fabricated to us at 
school. If anything, we're taught 
to love animals; we're never 


taught the connection between 
them and dinner," she says, 
describing how distancing terms 
like beef and pork can be. "If we 
were educated from the get-go, I 
think a lot of children would be 
opposed to it straightaway." 

By adulthood, she says it's 
often too late: "A lot of people 
don't even want to know by 
then." 

Lucy's household is not 
entirely vegan though - her pets 
still eat fish (her German Spitz 
Digby keeps barking happily in 
the background during our 
chat). "I feed them all-organic, 
ethically-sourced fish. It's the 
best I can offer for them," she 
says. "I don't even know if they 
should really be living under my 
roof, the domesticated animal 
thing is all a bit baffling - so I 
don't really want to force them 
to live a life I would probably 


adapt to a lot more easily than 
they do." 

And what about her boy¬ 
friend, model and fellow MIC 
alumni James Dunmore? He 
was a meat-eater, however, Lucy 
reveals: "The other day he said, 
'I'm going to go pescatarianj 
and to be fair, he’s pretty much 
been pescatarian since. Before 
that he had chicken in his life, 
which was in our freezer." 

Lucy's sister Tiff and mum 
Fiona are vegan too - so what 
are they going to eat at Christ¬ 
mas, with turkey off the menu? 
"Christmas is an interesting one, 
but it’s just one day, it doesn't 
really matter," she says with a 
laugh. "I'll just be eating a 
s***-load of vegetables."

ONE of the giddiest things I do 
when I'm visiting vineyards is look 
for the winery doggie and take as 
many photographs of the said 
doggie while forgetting to listen, 
look and learn. I had a giddy 
moment a couple of weeks ago in 
Bordeaux. 

The most beautiful little bundle 
of fur called Eau de Vie was 
padding around her master at 
Chateau Pitray and I was 
mesmerised. I was also mesmer¬ 
ised by the chateau itself; it was 
veiled in fog, dew was on the 
ground and the gothic 
architecture was framed by 
grey skies and trees whose 
autumnal leaves were 
beginning to lazily drift to the 
ground. 

This, I thought, is pretty 
special. Surely the wines are 
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going to be so out of my usual 
price bracket? Well, definitely not. 
One of the misconceptions 
about Bordeaux wines is that the 
majority of prices are in the 
premier league; but nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

In fact only 5% of wines from 
Bordeaux are “exclusive"; the 
rest are very much affordable. 

If you've never dipped your 
toe (or nose) into a Bordeaux 
wine then here are some 
pointers. 

The reds are predominantly 
made from merlot, cabernet 


sauvignon and cabernet franc. 

You might have heard of the 
terms right bank and left bank. In 
left bank wines, cab sav leads from 
the front. They are called left bank 
because the vineyards sit to the 
left of the Garonne River (to the 
west, next to the sea). Look for 
names such as Medoc, Haut- 
Medoc, Pauillac, Margaux and 
Saint-Estephe. They're typically 
blackcurrant with leather, spice 
and woody notes. 

If you like fruitier reds you'll 
prefer right bank wines, where 
merlot is king. Look for Pomerol 
and Saint Emilion among others. 

There are whites too, with 
sauvignon blanc and semilion 
casting a fresh and fruity spell in 
the Entre Deux Mers region and 
shaping elegant wines in Graves 
and Pessac-Leognan. 


Back to Chateau Pitray and the 
tasting room. I was very much 
paying attention and not thinking 
about doggies. The reason being 
the price. 

Here are a couple of wines from 
the Chateau and a handful of 
others to look out for. 

Chateau de Pitray, Castillon 
Cotes de Bordeaux 2012 (£8.95, 
thewinesociety.com, 12% abv); 
Premier Vin du Chateau de 
Pitray 2014 (£11.99,or £9.99 in a 
buy six deal from Majestic, 

12.5% abv). Rounded wines, 
vanilla, summer fruits, back 
fruits, rich and ripe. Tesco 
Finest St Emilion (£16,13% 
abv) is a blend of merlot and 
cabernet franc. I visited the 
winery at Chateau Val D'Or 
which is at the cutting edge of 
developing sustainability in 


Bordeaux. 

Waitrose St Emilion French Red 
Wine (£13.49,13% abv) is made in 
partnership with the winemaking 
team at the Union de Producteurs 
de St-Emilion, one of the most 
respected co-operatives of the 
region. It is one of a selection of 
175 wines in the Everyday 
Bordeaux list drawn up by the 
team at Bordeaux Wines UK.

METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 220°C 
(200°C fan, gas 7). Cook the 
macaroni in boiling, salted 
water according to the packet 
instructions, until al dente. 
Drain in a colander and 
refresh under cold water 
until cooled. 

2. Put the dried mushrooms 
in a small heatproof bowl. 
Pour 150ml boiling water 
over them and leave to 
rehydrate for 15 minutes.

3. Put a non-stick wok over 
a high heat. When hot, add 
the oil, garlic and ginger, 
and cook for 30 seconds. 
Add the onion, turmeric and 
tofu, and stir-fry for four to 
five minutes or until the tofu 




Drain the mushrooms, 
reserving the liquid for the 
bechamel sauce. Roughly 
chop the mushrooms. 

3. Melt the butter in a 
non-stick frying pan over a 
high heat. When hot, add the 
wild mushrooms, chestnut 
mushrooms, garlic and 
thyme. Cook for five to eight 
minutes until the mush¬ 
rooms have browned well. 
Season with salt and pepper, 
and remove from the heat. 

4. To make the bechamel 
sauce, put a large saucepan 
over a medium heat, then 
add the butter and stir until 
melted. Add the flour and 


cook for one minute, stirring 
constantly. Whisk in the milk, 
and continue to whisk until 
the sauce thickens, then 
lower the heat and add the 
remaining ingredients. Stir 
until the cheese has com¬ 
pletely melted. 

5. Remove from the heat and 
season with salt and pepper. 
Add the mushrooms and 
macaroni to the saucepan 
with the sauce and stir well 
until everything is evenly 
coated. Transfer to a deep 25 
x 30cm ovenproof dish. 

6. Mix the topping ingredi¬ 
ents together and sprinkle 
over the macaroni. Cook in 
the oven for 20-25 minutes or 
until the topping is golden 
brown and crunchy.

all-star reboot of Murder 
On The Orient Express, 
starring Judi Dench, 
Penelope Cruz and 
Johnny Depp, is set to spark a 
resurgence of interest in author 
Agatha Christie's books and the 
exotic locations she featured. 

But you don't have to splash out 
on tickets for the Orient Express or 
travel to Egypt to feel close to her 
works. Simply head to Devon, 
where she spent most of her life, 
and found inspiration for many of 
her books and characters. 

Agatha spent her first 28 years in 
the coastal town of Torquay, the 
faded glory of which has become 
its charm. A blue plaque marks the 
place where she was born at home 
on the hilly Barton Road, and 
there's a commemorative bust in 
the town square. 

Local guide John Risdon, who is 
a fountain of knowledge when it 
comes to Agatha Christie, is 
available for private tours. He 
reveals that a young Agatha would 
roller-skate along Torquay's 
Princess Pier, where she played 
pranks on unsuspecting locals 
with her school friends. 

Legend also has it she would 
taunt prudish elderly pedestrians 
by peeling off one glove and 
defiantly waving her nude hand - a 
major taboo in those days. 

Just a few minutes' walk from the 
pier is Beacon Cove, formerly 
Ladies Bathing Cove, where 
Agatha claimed she once almost 
drowned while trying to save her 
young nephew. Agatha was 
dragged out of her depth by the 
current, only for a lifeguard to 
scoop her up at the last minute. As 
John quips: "There would be no 
Murder On The Orient Express if it 
wasn't for him!'' 

There's also the remote and 
undeniably romantic Ansteys Cove, 
only accessible by foot, where 
Agatha was supposedly once 
caught canoodling with a young 
man by the name of Amyas Boston. 

While their romance was 
short-lived, astute Christie fans 
will note that Amyas is the name of 
a victim in Christie's celebrated 
novel Five Little Pigs. 

But it wasn't all fun and games 
for young Agatha. She studied to 
be a nurse during WWI and helped 
wounded veterans at a local 
Torquay hospital that included a 
pharmaceutical dispensary. Now a 
block of luxury converted flats, this 
is where Agatha gained her vast 
knowledge of poisons and felt 
inspired to start writing her first 
detective novel, The Mysterious 
Affair At Styles. 

Agatha stayed at many of the 
boarding houses and hotels across 
Torquay, having settled for a new 
life in St John's Wood, London, 
with her first husband Archie 
Christie. Married in 1914, they 
stayed at Torquay's The Grand 
hotel for their honeymoon. Dating 
back to 1881, Torquay's "historic 
jewel" is still one of the town's 
most popular hotels. 

Fans of the writer will be pleased 
to know that her suite is still 
available to book and retains many 
of its original features, boasting Art 
Deco design flurries and glorious 
views of the sea. Naturally very

popular, the suite books up 
quickly, and typically costs around 
£300 per night. 

What's more, The Grand 
regularly holds murder mystery- 
themed dinners, run by Candle¬ 
light Murder Mystery. 

A short drive away from The 
Grand lies the stunning 12th 
century Torre Abbey, where the 
International Agatha Christie 
Festival is held every September. 
Each year thousands of Christie 
fans gather to swap books, hear 
lectures and enjoy high tea. 

Although the writer had no 
direct links to the abbey, its team

of gardeners has planted a poison 
garden patch in her memory. 
Featuring dozens of surprisingly 
lethal plants featured in her 
novels, it's become a popular 
talking point at the annual festival. 

An essential stop for any Agatha 
Christie aficionado is Greenway 
Estate, on the River Dart near 
Brixham. It is the magnificent rural 
summer home she purchased with 
her husband in 1938. She fondly 
describes it in her memoir as a 
"dream home" and it's even 
referred to in some of her novels, 
including Dead Man's Folly and 
Five Little Pigs. 

Getting to Greenway is half the 
fun for visitors who choose to 
travel as Agatha did - by train and 
ferry. Board the fabulously 
romantic Dartmouth Steam 
Railway train at seaside town 
Paignton, then hop off at Dart¬ 
mouth to board the Dartmouth 
Ferry as it steers towards Green¬ 
way Quay. The entire journey 
should take you no longer than an 
hour, depending upon connec¬ 
tions, and costs around £17 per 


person for a 
round trip. 

Views of the water and 
surrounding forests await, as 
Greenway Estate peeks out 
through the wilderness. 

Visitors can roam the sprawling 
grounds of the National Trust 
property (entry for non-National 
Trust members is £11 per adult), 
which features the Christie family's 
pet graveyard and Agatha's own 
flower garden. The house is packed 
with memorabilia and many of the 
author's first-edition works. 

The gardeners are keen to 
maintain much of the property's 
original rugged and wild charm, 
making it a labyrinth to explore. 

There's even an option to stay at 
the house. The National Trust has 
converted parts of the mansion's 
first and second floor into a luxury 
holiday rental that can sleep up to 
eight. Visitors are required to stay 
for a minimum of three nights, 
costing around £500. 

Charming and quintessentially 
English, a trip to Agatha Christie 
country is worth investigating.

I t is hard for people today to 
comprehend the mania in 
Britain during the 1920s and 
1930s for all things Egyptian.

I t's not widely 
known, but 
Amberwood House 
was one of the 
most glamorous 
addresses in the UK 
during much of the 
1950s and 1960s. 
Hollywood actors, world- 
famous clothes designers, 
royalty and artists all visited 
the property, which was the 
home to the greatest British 
female dancer to ever wear 
ballet shoes; Dame Margot 
Fonteyn. 

Dame Margot famously 
partnered with another star 
of the dancing world, 
Rudolph Nureyev, most 
famously in both Swan Lake 
and Romeo and Juliet. 

But she had a colourful 
life off stage as well as on. 

In 1955 she married 
Roberto (Tito) Arias, a 
Panamanian diplomat 
and, as well as enduring 
his repeated infidelities, 
she helped him 
organise an attempted 
coup against the 
government of 
Panama in 1959. 

In 1964 Tito was shot 
by a rival Panamanian 
politician, leaving him 
quadriplegic. Dame Margot 
later moved back to 
Panama where she spent

the rest of her life and 
money nursing her 
husband until his death. 
The ballerina herself died 
from cancer in 1991. 

But before such dramas 
played out, the pair were 
the toast of the London 
society scene at 
Amberwood House in 
Knightsbridge. 

Visitors and guests 
included Nureyev but also 
Princess Margaret and 
Antony Armstrong-Jones, 


John Wayne, Yves Saint 
Laurent and Peter Sellers. 

The five-bedroom 
mansion has recently been 
lavishly overhauled and 
upgraded by developer K10 
Group, which bought the 
property in 2011, winning 
planning in 2016. 

The house, which has its 
own cocktail bar, cinema 
and 12m swimming pool, is 
for sale at £75m.

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BMW 6 Series 640i xDrive GT M Sport review by David Ward 


SLEEK AND SPORTY 


AT A GLANCE 


T here was great 
anticipation that 
when BMW were 
going to replace the 
5 Series GT the 
powers that be would listen 
to critical comments of that 
model which was hardly one 
of their best-sellers. 

It’s certainly done the trick 
because its replacement - 
the 6 Series GT - is a genuine 
grand touring car in every 
respect. 

This new 6 Series GT, 
which goes on sale here early 
in November, is sleeker and 
sportier looking with a new 
kidney shaped grille that 
now closes up for better 
aerodynamics while the roof 
line is just 2cm lower all 
adding to a much more 
stylish body. 

It’s also some 8cm longer 
than its predecessor and sits 
on the same wheelbase as 
the current bigger 7 Series 
but overall is 150kg lighter 
but for a grand tourer it’s 
remarkably spacious inside 
and as for boot space clearly 
a class leader. 

This is now up to 610 litres 
rising to an incredible 1,800 
litres and like the rest of the 
interior a grand tourer it may 
be the spaciousness is a 
major plus point compared 
to the previous model and 
rivals like the Audi 7 and 
Mercedes-Benz CLS 350 and 
eradicates one of the 
criticisms of its predecessor. 

With raised seating (some 
6cm higher than the current 
5 Series) along with the new, 
lower rear bench style seats 
there is excellent rear seat 
headroom too, despite the 
sleeker coupe style roof line. 

There’s a choice of two 
diesel models - the 630d with 
a six cylinder turbocharged 
3.0-litre 261bhp with the 
option of a 630d xDrive - and 
two petrol powered versions 
with either a 630i four 
cylinder 2.0-litre 255bhp or a 
640i six cylinder 3.0-litre 



335bhp and of course the 
further option of M Sport 
models. 

The choice of trim levels is 
also kept simple with just 
two - SE which offers 18-inch 
alloy wheels, air 
conditioning, Bluetooth with 
audio streaming, reversing 
camera, heated front seats 
and much more and M 
Sport. 

Across the range for an 
average of spending an extra 
£3,600 buyers get the basic 
M Sport package that 
features 19-inch sport 
wheels, chrome quadrilateral 
exhaust pipes, panoramic 
sunroof, sport front seats 
and M sport suspension, 
body styling and brakes. 

Most buyers are expected 
to opt for the M sport 
treatment and there is as 
always with BMW further 
options than can be added, 
such a Premium Package at 
£2,445 that includes soft- 
close doors and more, a Rear 
Seat Comfort package at 
£2,995. 

Driving the 640i xDrive M 
Sport and it’s easy to 
appreciate the extra 
‘homework’ the BMW 
backroom team have done 
on this new GT because for 
starters the engine is so quiet 
and refined, with plenty of 
punch as we say, but equally 
responsive with that six 
cylinder turbocharged 
engine providing excellent 


performance (0 to 62mph in 
just over five seconds). 

The standard eight-speed 
automatic gearbox complete 
with steering wheel mounted 
paddle offers smooth and 
quick up and down gear shift 
which again helps for such 
easy mid range overtaking, 
even when leaving it normal 
‘D’ mode and not using the 
paddles. 

With the usual choice of 
driving modes - Normal, 
Comfort, Sport and Eco - the 
test car has exquisite ride 
whatever one was chosen 
thanks to fine suspension 
and well balanced chassis. 
The car has air springs , 
active roll control and four 
wheel steering all helping 
outstanding high speed 
stability. 

Driving in town centres, 
around country lane and out 
on open motorways it’s so 
easy to manoeuvre with 
crisp, precise steering and it 
doesn’t feel like a big car 
either while its real piece de 
resistance is at cruising 
speed. 

Take it on a long journey 
and it simply eats up the 
miles and keeping it in 
comfort mode then the 
driver will gain the best of 
both world, I.e. comfortable 
ride with a sporty 
performance in true grand 
touring style. 

For the driver the 
dashboard is in typical BMW

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Hyundai i30 N review by Chris Russon 



H ot is the buzzword at 

Hyundai as the Korean 
car maker releases its 
first super-sport model 
the i30 N. 

And hot it certainly is. 
Developed by the man who 
helped create some of BMW’s 
legendary M machines, the i30 N 
is good enough to stand alone as 
a great hot hatch. 

In fact, it’s more fun to drive 
than a Golf GTI or a Ford Focus 
ST. 

What Albert Biermann - who 
Hyundai wooed from BMW two 
years ago - has achieved is little 
short of remarkable. 

Not only does it give Hyundai 
a halo model of the highest order, 
it also stretches the brand’s 
appeal to a new audience. 

Even the most demanding hot 
hatch fan will be impressed by 
what the i30 N delivers. 

Raw statistics of 0 to 60 in 6.1 
seconds and a top speed of 
155mph are right on the button 
but it is the way the i30 N 
handles that sets it apart. 

It’s astonishingly agile, ultra 
precise and for a front wheel 
drive model with 275ps on tap, 
almost perfectly composed. Any 
hint of torque steer as the turbo 
ramps up has been ironed out, 
such is the engineering. 

With torque vectoring, an 
electronic limited slip 
differential and electronic 


suspension, the i30 N has 
dynamics that reward as much 
as they impress and will leave 
any driver in awe. 

Biermann has described his 
baby as a “corner rascal” and 
that sums it up to a tee. 

The i30 N is not RS material - 
whether that be Audi or Ford - 
but a car which is a sublime 
performer both on the road or on 
the track. 

Moreover, it is just pure fun - 
an experience enhanced by a 
crackling exhaust note on the 
over-run and enough technology 
to keep any gadget freak happy 
with the likes of G-force and 
powerflow displays all part of the 
software. 

The i30 N is available in two 
states of tune, one delivering 
250ps and the other - dubbed the 
Performance - 275. Prices are 
£24,995 and £27,995 respectively 
and that’s a bargain in anyone’s 
book. 

Having just put the i30 N 
Performance through its paces 
around the sinewy Cadwell Park 
circuit in Lincolnshire and on 
nearby country roads, its 
composure is par excellence, so 
easy to drive yet venomously 
potent when unleashed. 

Driving it on the track 
demonstrates the genius of 
Biermann and his new-found 
Hyundai performance team and 
the grip of the car is astonishing. 


So is its nimbleness through 
some of the tightest corners on 
any British race track. 

Cadwell Park is known as the 
British Nurburgring - albeit 
nowhere near as long - and a 
fitting place to demonstrate the 
hot Hyundai which although 
developed at Hyundai’s 
Namyang research and 
development facility in Korea, 
was honed on the legendary 
German track. 

It’s a process which has paid 
handsome dividends and the 
set-up of the i30 N is nigh on 
perfect. 

To complement the high 
performance, the car is fitted 
with Brembo brakes which can 
rein it in from 62mph to 
stationary in 34.6 metres while 
the electronics also include a 
‘rev matching’ system which has 
the same effect as heel and 
toeing when fast shifting 
through the box. 

Pirelli P-Zero tyres with a 
compound specially developed 
for the car are standard fit on 
the Performance model, which 
sits on 19-inch rims. 

The i30 N is powered by a 
2.0-litre petrol engine mated to a 
six-speed manual transmission 
with a multi-mode drive pattern 
that can be varied in a myriad of 
ways for eco, normal, sport or 
personal settings. 

Hyundai says there are some 


1,900 variables to be had but 
tweak it into sport mode and the 
stiffer feel plus sharper throttle 
response will be good enough for 
most. 

The drive modes are accessed 
from two buttons on the steering 
wheel, one to the left for 
everyday use and an N button on 
the right for track conditions. If 
required, the stability systems 
can be switched off completely. 

Fuel economy for the i30 N 
Performance is rated at 39.8mpg 
with emissions of 163g/km and 
we saw an average of 28.6 to the 
gallon on the road. On the track 
was a different question and the 
hard demand saw that slump to 
just eight mpg. 

The i30 N sits a fraction lower 
than the standard i30 hatch and 
is dressed with aerodynamic 
body kit including a front air 
dam, rear spoiler and diffuser 
which are highlighted with a red 
band on the lip, twin exhausts 
and larger air intakes. 

The sub frame and suspension 
have been stiffened while inside 
there are some body-hugging 
sports seats, plenty of N logos 
and a very tactile feel to the gear 
lever and steering wheel. 

It feels just as good as it drives 
and the back seats and boot are 
as roomy as on the regular 
model - although on the i30 N 
Performance there’s an extra 
body strut across the back of the 
boot for some added stiffness. 


Like all Hyundais, the i30 N 
comes with a five year, unlimited 
mileage warranty and despite its 
performance credentials the 
cover includes track use - an 
indication of how much 
confidence there is in the 
reliability. 

Hyundai has its sights set on 


becoming the leading Asian car 
brand in Europe and while the 
i30 N is not meant to be a big 
seller, it’s proof that the company 
takes very seriously the 
demands of British drivers. 

With cars as brilliant as this it 
is upping the ante in no 
uncertain fashion.

Magic carpet ride for new C4 Cactus 



T he magic carpet ride 
for which Citroen 
became famous is 
making a comeback 
in a new-look 
version of the French car 
maker’s C4 Cactus. 

Comfort is the name of the 
game and the new Cactus 
not only comes with a 
revolutionary suspension 
system but also features a 
high tech seat design. 

Together they are intended 
to set a new standard in the 
crossover market when the 
revised Cactus arrives next 
year. 

The new model has a more 
rounded design and 
significantly no longer has 
the large Airbump ‘bubble 
wrap’ protectors attached to 
the side of the car. 

Instead they are replaced 
by smaller panels at the 
bottom of the doors in 
similar vein to that on 
Citroen’s smaller C3 
hatchback. 

The new Cactus had its 
world premiere in Paris on 
Thursday where Citroen also 


revealed it was stopping 
production of the current C4 
hatch to concentrate on the 
booming SUV market. 

Other changes to the 
Cactus range include the 
introduction of a more 
powerful 130bhp PureTech 
petrol engine and extra 
technology such as blind 
spot monitors, driver fatigue 
sensors and traffic sign 
recognition. 

The improvements are part 
of a mid-life makeover for 
the Cactus which has 
established itself as the 
popular family-sized car with 
quirky looks. 

The newcomer is slated to 
be on sale in the spring of 
2018 and starting prices are 
likely to be below £17,000 
with the range still topping 
out around the £20,000 
mark. The current car is 
priced from £16,395. 

With the focus of the latest 
Cactus very much on 
comfort, Citroen has 
developed an entirely new 
suspension system it calls a 
Progressive Hydraulic 


Cushion that is designed to 
eliminate bumps and 
bounces. 

The effect is claimed to be 
as smooth a ride as the 
legendary DS models of the 
1950s which were the first to 
come with full 

hydropneumatic suspension. 
To complement the 


improved ride 
characteristics, Citroen has 
also developed a new seat 
structure for the Cactus 
which makes use of high 
density foam cushions to 
provide greater lumbar 
support for driver and 
passengers alike - especially 
over long distances. 


The seats are also said to 
be harder wearing than 
before. They look much 
more sturdy and feel very 
supportive from the moment 
they are sat in. 

Revealing the new model 
in Paris, Citroen chief 
executive Linda fackson said 
the intention was to offer the 


most comfortable hatchback 
currently on the market. 

“Citroen will be the leading 
car brand when it comes to 
comfort,” she said, adding 
that the new suspension set 
up and the revised seats 
would set a ‘gold standard’ 
which would be rolled out 
across the Citroen range in 
the coming years. 

Citroen has been 
renowned for its suspension 
technology for more than 60 
years after engineer Paul 
Mages created the 
hydropneumatic system 
which made its debut on 
Citroen’s Traction Avant in 
1954 - a car dubbed the 
Queen of the Road at the 
time. 

It went on to become 
synonymous with the DS 
models and more recently 
with the Xantia, C5 and C6 
saloons. 

The system was regarded 
as being so refined and 
capable of delivering almost 
a perfect ride that it was 
adopted by Rolls-Royce and 
Mercedes-Benz.

The forgotten Mini 


W hen A friend enquired 
what was my favourite 
Mini he seemed surprised 
at my answer. Expecting 
an instant choice of 
Cooper or Cooper S, eyebrows were 
raised when I replied the Riley Elf. 

The Elf of 1961 is something of a 
forgotten Mini, but to me it had 
everything that a small city car should 
have - luxury and a gutsy engine. 

I may have been a bit before my 
time in expecting luxury from small 
cars, but the Riley version delivered 
what was then as far as BMC could go 
in what is now termed pocket 
premium. 

At the time the company was going 
at a tremendous gallop in badge 
engineering basic designs to give the 
flavour of the different marques it 
was fielding. 

With the Riley in this respect was 
the Wolseley Hornet version of the 
Mini but it was always the Riley that 
had my vote. 

BMC has been often, and I think 
unfairly, criticised for its badge 
engineering policy, but the fact 
remains that it turned out some 
fantastic cars such as the Elf which 


was the most sporty and expensive 
Mini. 

It could be distinguished by its 
Riley grille and badging on a modified 
Mini bodyshell with an elongated 
nose and front wings to incorporate 
the upright grille designs. 

More importantly the rear of the 
car was quite different with longer 
rear wings to give a larger boot and a 
much more imposing look. 

The add-on appearance of the boot 
soon earned the car the nickname of 
the Riley Shelf. 

Originally power came from a 
34bhp, 848cc A-Series engine as 
found in standard Minis, but in 1963 
a MKII arrived which used a 998cc 
engine to improve performance. 

The final version, the MKIII came in 
1966 which introduced wind-up 
windows and fresh air fascia vents. 

Production of the Elf ended in 1969 
after 31,000 had been built. 

With a somewhat low top speed of 
75mph, the Elf redeemed itself with 
fuel consumption of 32mpg. In its 
day it would have cost around £500. 

The Elf died well before its time in 
1969 when the Riley marque was 
finally consigned to the history books.

S ometimes when you’re 
faced with a lengthy 
journey it can be a 
daunting prospect, but 
when you have the keys 
to a Jaguar XF you seem to 
develop quite a ‘bring-it-on’ 
attitude. 

And that’s exactly how I felt 
when I knew I was going to clock 
up 400-miles-plus in one day - 
and lots of it was going to be 
non-motorway mileage. 

The reason for my excited 
anticipation is that the latest XF 
is one of the most comfortable 
cars on the market and it seems 
to glide across the Tarmac eating 
up the miles with ease. 

And this particular car with 
its powerful 2.0-litre 
turbocharged engine in R-Sport 
trim was no exception. 

The XF looks fabulous from 
any angle with its ultra-sleek, 
streamlined body in a rather 
menacing Santorini Black shade. 

Add the privacy glass, 20-inch 
alloys with a gloss black finish, 
plus gloss black window 
surrounds and the car maintains 
its elegant posture but with a 
hint of the dark side. 

Other eye-catching features 
included a sliding panoramic 
roof, LED headlights, twin 
exhausts, along with extended 
side sills in black. The 25t AWD 


badge is a subtle reminder that 
this vehicle won’t be deterred by 
any adverse change in the 
weather conditions. 

Move inside and the cockpit 
oozes sophistication with a 
whole host of techno treats at 
your disposal. 

Jaguar is renowned for 
producing cars fit for a prince 
and the XF is another great 
example of this with the likes of 
grained leather upholstery, gloss 
black veneer, digital TV, an 
excellent navigation system, a 
Meridian sound system, 
Bluetooth connectivity, a head-up 
display and a smart eight-inch 
touchscreen. 

The exquisite design cues are 
completed with soft close doors 
and a neat blue illuminated 
‘JAGUAR’ name spread across 
the tread-plate as you open the 
door. This word can actually be 
personalised as an optional 
extra. 

The XF also features Jaguar’s 
Drive Control system which 
allows you to choose between 
different driving modes called 
Standard, Eco, Dynamic or Rain 
Ice Snow mode. 

These alter the throttle 
response and also the gear shift 
points accordingly so if Eco is 
selected then a more fuel-saving 
driving experience can be 


expected whereas Dynamic 
certainly livens things up with 
sharper acceleration, more 
weighted steering and also the 
gears are held for longer. 

Finally, the Rain Ice Snow 
mode is perfect for extra traction 
in more difficult driving 
conditions. 

The car was powered by a 
250ps 2.0-litre Turbocharged 
petrol engine mated to an 
eight-speed automatic 
transmission. It was priced at 
£41,835 (increased to £58,860 with 
options) and it could sprint to 
60mph in just 6.2 seconds and 
topped out at 147mph. It can 


deliver 40.9mpg and 159g/km of 
carbon emissions on a combined 
run. 

Ride and comfort levels are 
excellent and it’s very simple to 
get a good driving position 
thanks to the amount of seat and 
steering wheel adjustment 
available. 

In busy town centres with 
traffic darting out from all 
directions, the XF proved quite 
agile and the advanced parking 
assist system helped make light 
work of squeezing into tight 
spaces. 

On the faster country lanes 
the Dynamic setting comes into 


its own with the XF taking on 
long sweeping bends at pace 
without a hint of traction loss. 
And then on the motorways, the 
miles fly by and you are 
guaranteed to get out after three 
hours-plus behind the wheel 
without any moans or groans. 

Back seat passengers are also 
treated to ample room and three 
adults can stretch out with 
enough head, leg and shoulder 
space. 

When it comes to storage, the 
XF’s boot capacity is 540 litres 
which can be increased to 885 
litres with the rear seats dropped 
down. It is also power-gestured 


which is perfect when 
approaching the car laden down 
with shopping bags. 

Elsewhere there are numerous 
convenient storage 
compartments scattered 
throughout the cabin. 

The XF is packed to bursting 
with a comprehensive range of 
safety specifications and driver 
aids. 

All in all, the Jaguar XF is a 
beautiful piece if kit that offers 
all the luxury we have come to 
expect from the marque, along 
with blistering pace and refined, 
composed handling.
